Cliff Carroll** Funny Stunt That Lot In 
the Winning Run and Enraged Chn* 
von der Aho— A Hit That Put Two 
Ball* In Play at the Same Time. 


In the American Magazine Hugh S 
Fullerton w rites of freak plays that 
have won great baseball games 
Pol 
towing Is one of the most remarkable 
stories: 
“Among the abnorm al Incidents that 
figured In the earlier history of tin* 
national game, per Imps none Is as w ell 
known to old timers an tile one which 
happened to Cliff Carroll on the St 
Louis grounds when he was a mem 
ber of the famous •Browns* 
Perhaps 
you have wondered why baseball play 
era have plalu shirt fronts and why so 
few players have breast pockets. Cliff 
Carroll Is the reason. 
He was running 
forw ard to take a base hit on the first 
bound. 
"The ball bounced crooked and bit 
him on the chest. 
He grabbed st the 
bail hastily, and as he clutched It he 
shoved it down into the handkerchief 
pocket on bis shirt fro n t 
The runner 
saw Carroll tugging and straining to 
tear the hall out of the pocket, and In­ 
stead of stopping at first he sprinted 
on to second, while Carroll, still trying 
to dislodge the ball, ran to second The 
batter passed the fielder and turned for 
third vs itt* Carroll in pursuit. 
At third 
Carroll stopjied anti fried lo vain lo re­ 
lease the ball. aud the runner kept on 
across the plate aud scored tho win­ 
ning run. 
“Chn* von der Ahe, who at th at 
time w as at the bend of the euphonic

Another portion of the great geo­ 
logical map of the 
United 
States 
which the Geological Survey is con­ 
structing has just been completed 
and covers the area known as Bis­ 
marck quadrangle, In North Dakota. 
The ar* a of this quadrangle is ap­ 
proximately 820 square miles. 
During the remote period of the 
art b's history known as Cretaceous 
hoc North Dakota, along with the 
rest of the Great Plains region, was 
ubmerged beneath an Interior sea. 
The earliest sediments of this an­ 
cient sea became the present rock for­ 
mation known as the Dakota sand­ 
stone, which lies more than 2,000 
feet below the surface of the Bis­ 
marck quadrangle. 
Other bodies of 
sediments were 
subsequently 
laid 
down in this sea, which finally w ith­ 
drew from the region, the latter for­ 
mations being deposited along the 
streams and in marshes and swamps. 
The vegetation which grew in these 
marshes resulted in the lignite (coal 
retaining the texture of wood) de­ 
posits which are today 
found 
in 
great beds underlying the area.

Another portion of the great geo­ 
logical map of the 
United 
States 
which th** Geological Survey is con­ 
structing has just been completed 
and cover# the area know n as Bis­ 
marck quadrangle, In North Dakota 
The area of thin quadrangle Is ap­ 
proxim ately 826 square miles. 
During the remote period of til** 
earth's history known as Cretaceous 
time North Dakota, along with the 
rest of the Great Plains region, was 
.submerged beneath an interior sea. 
The earliest sediments of this an­ 
cient sea became the present rock for­ 
mation known as the Dakota sand­ 
stone, which lie# more than 2,000 
feet below th** surface of the Bis­ 
marck quadrangle. 
Other bodies of 
sediments were 
subsequently 
laid 
down in this sea, which finally w ith­ 
drew' from the region, th*' latter for­ 
mations being deposited along Hie 
streams and in marshes and swamps. 
The vegetation which grew in these 
marshes resulted in the lignite (coal 
retaining the texture of wood) de­ 
posit# which are today 
found 
in 
great bods underlying the area. 


Great Trees and Huge Land Reptiles 
Flourished. 
The fossils that have been found 
in 
the 
Bismarck quadrangle show 
tha t aa many as IOO species of plants 
lived at this early time, among them 
being a Sequoia which is related to 
the giant redwood of California and 
the remains of which have b**en pre­ 
served in th e rocks. 
During 
this 
period of mild climatic conditions 
w h e n swamp vegetation 
flourished 
great land reptiles such as dinosaurs 
were a b u n d a n t, especially tin* m as­ 
sive Triceratops, which must 
have 
roamed in large numbers along the 
shores of Ink** and swamp. 
The principal mineral 
recourses 
of the Bismarck quadrangle, besides 
the surface and underground water, 
are lignite, clay, gravel, and sand. 
When freshly mined the North Da­ 
kota lignite is usually lusterless aud 
massive, but on exposure it rapidly 
breaks down or “slacks” into small 
shiny cubical blocks, and this ten­ 
dency is one of the greatest obstac­ 
les to be overcome if the fuel is to 
be consumed in plants so located as 
to necessitate long hauls by rail or 
much handling of the material. 
Analyses and 
producer-gas tests 
were made at the United States Geo­ 
logical Survey’s fuel-testing plant in 
St. Louis of sample of lignite taken 
from a mine near Wilton, a short 
distance north of the Bismarck quad­ 
rangle. but as the lignite in 
this 
quadrangle is not essentially differ­ 
ent the results are of value in show ­ 
ing th** general nature and composi­ 
tion of Hi** fuel. 
These analyses and 
tests made showed a surprising suc­ 
cess with lignite in 
producer-gas 
plants.

Wherever Russia ha* a tight on hand 
there b ob s up promptly to do Her b id 
ding the Cossack. 
This right arm of 
the c u r has not the ln» st of reputa­ 
tions, 
Illustrated papers picture him a 
savage scarecrow mounted on a wiry 
looking animat, and his chief oceupa 
tion 
Is 
apparently 
the knifing 
and 
knouting of harmless people. 
Vet he 
comes of good stock. 
Once ujwn a time there drifted Into 
southwest Russia a trib e of runaw ay s 
who 
called 
themselves 
“Kossakl,” 
which is T artar for free men, free 
warriors 
or 
guardians. 
Seemingly 
they lived up to the name. 
They pro* 
tected from the T a rta rs the peoples In I 
tho countries which they originally had 
tied from and saved thousands of Rus* , 
sian women and children from slavery 
In Turkey . 
Growing in num b ers and 
importance, these self appointed guard 
Inn angels b ecame every where feared 
and respected. Their military services 


•» •in, consisted of rations of mim-ookcii 
horseflesh 
Military orgnnty .-itt« *n was 
b v election of lenders, one to every 100

Ex 
change, and on the occasion In q ues­ 
tion, Just as soon us the day ’s b usiness 
is over, as many of the hoy s as can 
crowd Into the b uilding They proceed 
to the floor of the exchange, where, 
pursuant to this odd custom, they are 
permitted to m arch ab out, singing and 
b eating upon their drums. 
The origin of this custom, it 
Is said. 
Is as follows: 
One afternoon In the y ear 1022 a 
crowd of b oy s play ing In the Dntn lost 
a b all In the canal that In those day s 
skirted one side of the sq uare 
One of 
the tads, while climb ing in among the 
piles on 
which 
the 
b uilding stood, 
found instead of his b all a b oat moored 
in a dark corner and loaded with b oxes 
of gnu powder 
This showed clearly 
enough, 
w hat was afterw ard ascer­ 
tained with certainty , the Intention of 
the Spanish conspirators to b low up the 
Stock Ex chang e while it was crowd 
ed, as it was every day . with the lead­ 
ing citizens of the city . 
The hoy who stum b led upon the gun­ 
powder at once hurried to the town au­ 
thorities with his n» .*ws. The b oatload 
of explosives was quietly sunk In the 
canal and the Spanish plot thus frus­ 
trated. 
When the b urgesses asked thy hoy 
w hat rew ard he deaired for the service 
he had rendered the town he replied 
that so long as there was a stock ex­ 
change In A msterdam the hoy s of the 
town would like to he perm itted to 
m ake the floor of the exchange their

One who Is not an expert In 
using measuring Instruments, “ How 
do the explorers know when they are 
standing on the rotating point of the 
world?" 
Perhaps there Is a qm'or sensation 
when one is standing on the exact 
spot, b ut tlxm 
no one 
has located 
either pole with such exactness 
One 
can, however, discover one’s nearness 
to this Interesting point b y several 
methods. 
First one can measure the height 
of tiie sun ab ove the horizon. 
When 
one is standing ou the pole the sun 
circles round the ob server during the 
whole twenty -four hours 
It does not 
perceptib ly rhe or fall during the day 
It Just goes right round ut a certain 
height, which varies according to the 
season 
You measure the sun’s height ab ove 
the horizon Dec. 14 at noon, at mid 
night and so forth. 
Tho angle y ou oh 
tain Is the angle which y ou should 
ob tain for y our supposed position. 
To 
make sure, y ou remain there two or 
three day s so that errors of measure 
mcnt can t>e corrected. 
Also y ou can ftieasure y our shadow 
or the shadow of a pole during the 
whole 
twenty -four 
hours. 
If 
the 
length of thD shadow varies b y even 
an Inch or so y ou are not at the pole 
It must describ e a perfect circle ab out 
the center. 
The most exact 
measurements are 
ob tained b y theodolites 
Sextants are 
not so accurate.

the village Kossakl tilled the land, (if 
an altogether different character was 
the organization of this Setcb , a com­ 
munity of ab out 12,000 men with per 
manetit headq uarters lu a 
movab le 
settlement 
(the 
exact 
location 
was 
changed eight times In two centuries), 
usually on an uuapproachab lo island 
on the lower course of tho Dnieper. 
The T urks once tried to rush the place, 
b ut got caught in the rnazo of Islands 
like rats In a trap. 
The Setcb in one respect resemb led a 
monastery . 
No woman was allowed 
inside i t 
A man might not even b ring 
his mother or his sister. 
If he did ho 
was b anged. 
Here, eager to lead the 
trco 
and 
simple 
life 
among 
their 
equals, came all sorts and conditions 
of men. 
Indeed, owing to tho law 
enjoining celib acy , the colony depend­ 
ed for its nmnltera on newcomers, al 
though (he village Kossakl contrib uted 
recruitH. 
Any one could Join, as rank 
and riches were despised, and all he 
luxl to do was to sub m it to laws ns 
follows: Chastity , the orthodox creed, 
allegiance to Russia and the south 
Russlun dialect 
No reference or in­ 
convenient q uestions of Ids past were 
asked of the intending Kossak. 
He 
simply went to the elected chief and. 
after a b rief greeting, was shown to 
i)ls place In one of the “kurenl,” or 
b ig huts. 
"H ere is thy home, three 
paces long and two paces wide, and 
when thou strait die we will make it 
sum Her.” 
They had good times, though. In the 
Seteh. 
There were no maneuver» , uo 
organized 
training, 
no 
compulsory 
drill. 
Men lay or slept In the leveled 
spaces b etween huts, enjoy ing, gy psy 
fashion, the freedom of the open air 
Drink 
w a s plentiful and also tob ac­ 
co. G reat songs were aung, and there 
was much play ing of stringed tuatru 
ments. 
Throughout the place a spirit 
of g« » od comradeship 
prevailed

popular pastime was dancing, no e:is>

two and one-half per cent.

merger butter will not meet any 
f*st, either under the national or 
state laws, and the least penalty for

925.00, providing It contains no ar 
litiral coloring matter. 
The function of this butter merg­
